Background: 

"Singing of the Source" is the first book-length study in 
any language on Wu Li (1632-1718), a master of early Ch'ing 
dynasty painting. His art can be viewed at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York, the Freer Gallery in Washington, D.C. 
and other major museums. 

His achievement as a poet, however, is less well known. Wu 
Li lived for several years in the Portuguese dependency of Macao, 
where he studied Latin and Catholic theology as well as the 
customs of the city's foreign inhabitants (Portuguese and 
others). He described the customs of these Westerners in a series 
of 30 poems which is the first eyewitness account of Western 
culture in Chinese literature. 

Presented in this book for the first time is the work of the 
Chinese painter/poet who converted to Christianity and depicted 
the theology in classical Chinese poetic forms. 

Author Jonathan Chaves is a professor of Chinese and 
chairman of the Department of East Asian Languages and 
Literatures at The George Washington University.

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His work examines various aspects of Chinese poetry and its 
relationship to the arts of calligraphy, painting and garden 
design and to the philosophies and religions of China, especially 
Confucianism. He is an author and published poet. Chaves' book, 
"Pilgrim of the Clouds: Poems and Essays from Ming China by Yuan 
Hung-tao and His Brothers," was nominated for the National Book 
Award in Translation.

INSTITUTIONAL CULTURE MUST PROMOTE BELIEFS AND VALUES 
WHICH STYMIE SEXUAL HARASSMENT ON CAMPUS, SAYS NEW GW REPORT 


Institutions of higher education constitute a major source 
of employment for thousands of individuals in America and provide 
educational experiences for many more, regardless of race, sex, 
age or national origin. That those individuals might go about 
their studies, scholarship and work without bias or intimidation 
is essential to the accomplishment of the academic goals of 
colleges and universities. Therefore, in the area of sexual 
harassment, organizations must be proactive in establishing 
guidelines for acceptable behaviors as well as those that will 
not be tolerated. Institutions of higher education must be 
especially vigilant in eliminating gender inequities among all 
segments of the academic community as part of their moral 
obligation to embrace diversity and inclusiveness. 

So write the authors of a new report from The George 
Washington University's Educational Resource Information Center 
(ERIC) Clearinghouse on Higher Education, in cooperation with the 
Association for the Study of Higher Education (ASHE), which 
examines the legal bases for sexual harassment complaints, 
documents their prevalence in higher education and discusses 
strategies for eliminating the problem. This study of the 
academic community's response to the growing incidence of sexual 
harassment on campus was written by Robert O. Riggs, Regents 
Professor with the Center for the Study of Higher Education at 
Memphis State University, Patricia H. Murrell, director of the 
Center for the Study of Higher Education and professor at Memphis 
State University, and Joann C. Cutting, assistant general counsel 
and clinical faculty member in the College of Medicine at the 
University of Tennessee, Memphis. 

Citing that "the hierarchical nature of the 
relationship between learners and teachers in most educational 
situations creates a delicate and fragile imbalance of power 
where the development of trust is essential and where students 
may be especially vulnerable," the research also shows that

gender inequity prevails in the academy. As a result, a culture 
of dependence (where those in a lesser position are dependent 
upon the more powerful) exists which extends to women as well as 
students. 

Riggs, Murrell and Cutting report that legal guidelines for 
problems involving students are not as well developed as those 
governing employees. Thus, college and university faculty, staff 
and administrators are advised to apply the same general legal 
concepts of employment discrimination to both student and 
employee harassment. Even still, the authors propose that an 
institution's best protection against liability is to draft 
strong anti-harassment policies and procedures and to take swift 
corrective action when harassment does occur. 

While each institution must develop unique policies and 
practices based upon local and situtational needs, the research 
identifies five elements which should be incorporated into every 
sexual harassment statement: 

1) A definition of sexual harassment. _____ 

2) A strong policy statement indicating intolerance of 
sexual harassment. 

3) Effective communication with those involved or with 
those subject to the provisions. 

4) Education of everyone. 

5) An accessible grievance procedure.

TEN RUSSIAN BUSINESS EXECUTIVES TO VISIT GW 
AS PART OF "SHARING IDEAS" PROGRAM 

December 4 to December 18 Visit Hosted by Charles Toftoy 
of The George Washington University 
School of Business and Public Management 


Washington, D.C. -- Ten business executives from Russia will 
be in Washington from December 4th to 18th learning firsthand 
everything they can about capitalism -- from pricing to business 
ethics. The ten businessmen, who represent such diverse regions as 
Russia, Georgia and Zazakhstan, were invited by The George 
Washington University School of Business and Public Management 
(SBPM) professor Dr. Charles Toftoy who met them last summer in 
Moscow. "I was particularly impressed with their entrepreneurial 
spirit and their dedication to turning around the chaos in the 
former Soviet Union," says Toftoy. 

The Russian businessmen will visit a number of local 
businesses during their stay, including Martin Marietta, Exxon, 
Riggs National Bank, Williams-Whittle and Virginia Railway Express. 
They will learn about company operations and will be able to share 
ideas. Other activities planned include a trip to Potomac Mills, 
the Kennedy Center, a Washington Capitals hockey game and a 
reception at the Fort Myer Officers Club. 

The Russian visit is part of the "Sharing Ideas" program which 
is under the auspices of the Center for the Advancement of Small 
Business at the School of Business and Public Management. The 
Center's goal is to become a global leader in developing methods of 
assistance to small businesses in areas of concern to small 
business owners and managers. By promoting research, scholarship 
and exchange programs in functional disciplines as applied to small 
business, the center will strive to forge links and bonds between 
the academic community and various elements of the small business 
community, regionally, nationally and internationally.

Toftoy sees this as the beginning of a long and mutually 
beneficial relationship between Russian and American business; but 
notes that it will take a significant amount of time before Russia 
is up and running as a viable capitalistic system. "I think of 
Russia as a spirit rather than as a country," explains Toftoy. 
"Working together we need to harness this spirit and intelligence 
to make Russia a more stable and prosperous country. It can be 
done. But to completely change from a centrally controlled command 
economy to a democratic system, will take nearly three 
generations." 

According to Toftoy, the most promising approach toward 
helping Russia become a more stable and prosperous economy is to 
develop an infrastructure that will build profits for Russian 
businesses. Toftoy sees this infrastructure as emphasizing 
entrepreneurship so that small business can be the foundation for 
a thriving Russia. "Small businesses are the backbone of the 
United States economy as well as of many other countries," explains 
Toftoy.

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GW'S DEBATE TEAM RANKED #1 IN VARSITY COMPETITION 


Team Score of 54 Points After Four Matches 
Tops American Debate Association's Varsity Division 

Washington, D.C. — Four tournaments into the season, The 
George Washington University's debate team is ranked at the top of 
the American Debate Association's varsity division. 

The squad's success has come in arguing this year's debate 
topic: "Resolved: That the Commander-in-Chief power of the United 
Stares President should be substantially curtailed." Each college 
or university participating in a tournament fields various teams of 
two debarers at one of three levels: novice, junior or varsity. As 
they progress toward the elimination and final rounds of the 
tournament, each pair must alternately argue for and against the 
resolution. They are judged by neutral coaches who evaluate the 
debaters' performances and solidity of their arguments. 

The duo of sophomore Hal Davis and freshman Kris Bonilla won 
the varsity division at the season opener, a match held at King's 
College, Wilkes Barre, Pennsylvania. Junior Greg Ostfeld and Scott 
Lehmer, a senior, earned third place in the tournament. At 
Randoiph-Macon College, site of GW's second meet of the season, 
Davis joined Joshua Gunn to again take home top honors. And in 
competition at the University of North Carolina, Davis and Bonilla 
finished third. 

GW's total of 88 points, 54 in the varsity division, where 
they are well in the lead, and 34 in the junior division, where 
they rank sixth, places them third overall in the American Debate 
Association (ADA), an organization of schools involved in debating. 
GW doesn't have any debaters at the novice level, although there 
will be a novice competition at the February 1994 tournament the 
University is hosting.
